1 DON’T GO TO CHURCH 
BECAUSE... 

The church buildings in our town 
will seat about one-third of the 
town population. Yet our buildings 
are seldom ever crowded. Every 
person who does not attend has a 
reason for not doing so. We will 
mention only a few of these reasons, 
because space will not permit us to 
mention them all. 

There is a confusion in the minds 
of many concerning the meaning of 
the term church. People in the act 
of corporate worship constitute a 
church. This to be carried out re- 
quires a place of worship and a 
form, but the place and form are 
not the church, any more than the 
clothes are the body. A Bible defi- 
nition states: “The church jis the 
Body of Christ.” or “Those who live 
in the spirit of Christ.” Using 
this meaning there are many who 
do not prefer to be the Body of 
Christ; nor to live in the spirit ot 
Christ. 

“I don’t go to church because of 
the minister.” More than half the 
people who do not go, give this as 
thejr reason. There are churches 
without ministers. So the minister 
cannot be a_ real hinderance to 
those who really want to go. Then, 
too, half of the people who give 
this reason have never spoken to a 
minister a dozen times in their 
lives. There are always two sides 
to a story and a minister must al- 
ways be ready to take his share of 
the blame. The truth is here; we 
have not met the need as Jesus did, 
because we have never arrived at 
the place where it can be said of us 
“The common people heard him 
gladly." However, Jesus can. still 
be heard in the church, because as 
He. Himself, said, “Where the twos 
and the threes are gathered in my 
name there am I in the midst of 
them." It is only those who so hear 
Him that know, either how far we 
have strayed or how closely we fol- 
low Him.” 

“I don’t go to church because the 
best people don't go.” Everyone 
can use this word best in his own 
way. Nevertheless the Way one 
uses it reflects one’s own standard 
of yalues and never some other per- 
}son's. Our schools, hospitals, social 
‘agencies, Red Cross and peace or- 
, ganizations al] came to birth unde: 
{the leadership of people who have 

taken a regular part in the upkeep 
of the public worship of God. 

These may not be the best peo- 
ple, but they are busy doing the 
best things. It is also questionable 
if these institutions could be kept 
at their present high level of effic.- 
ency, if it were not for the moral 
and spiritual influence of those 
who make these and other interests 
a matter of public prayer. 

“I don’t go to church because of 
its careless advertising and neglect- 
ed property.” The advertising of 
the institutions and programs that 
appeal to this group of critics are 
in the main the work of church 
goers. So here one is left to won- 
dey why their work is so satisfac- 
tory to non-church goers in every 
other field but that of the church. 
There should be another beautitude 
in plain sight in every place of wor- 
ship. “Blessed are they that beau- 
tify the Lord's House.” 

“I don't go to church because I 
can be good without going,” o 
‘What's the use?”, ‘What do I get 
out of it?” These and many other 
siven reasons add up to this: 
namely, there is no present feeling 
of a need for God; no sense of 
gratitude for life, family, friends, 
ind in short for all we have that 
we did not create; and certainly 
no desire for the fellowship that is 
planned to help man fulfill the 
purpose for which he was created. 
What is hard to understand is this; 
why do people so minded fee) it im- 
portant to bring the remains of a 
loved one into such a fellowship, 
since such a loved one has _ never 


been encouraged to share the fel- | 
lowship, at a time when such a fel- | 
lowship of faith could have brought | 


into that life Eternal 
Everlasting Peace? 

It is rather hard to keep the 
first commandment when the oth- 
ers have been broken. When the 
time comes that we are willing to 
keep this first commandment in 
spirit and in truth, our places of 
worship will be well filled. In fact, 
we will need a lot more space to 
worship in. We will need no ex- 
cuses then. We will all want to be 
there, where prayers are want to 
De made.

ERGOT IN FEED AND SEED: 
Ergot is one of the most common 
diseases of rye. It is also fairly 
common in barley and there is oc- 
casionally a trace in wheat but 
rarely occurs in oats. Crested 
wheat grass, brome, quack and 
timothy are also susceptible. Tie 
loss sustained is reduced yield to- 
gether with lower prices being paid 
for ergot rejected grain and also by 
the poisonous effect on livestock. 

As little as 0.15% or 1, ergot ker- 
nel in 700 kernels of grain can 
Cause abortion in livestock. It can 
also cause irritation and pain in 
the extremities of the body and 
later the mummification and loss 
of tail, ears and perhaps feet. Last 
fall a local farmer turned several 
cattle into a large hog lot that had 
been seeded in the spring with rye. 
Little thought was given to the fact 
that the rye that had matured was 
infested with ergot. The result was 


that two cows lost both hind jhooves | 


and part of the feet and had to be 
destroyed. 

Many of us pay too little atten- 
tion to the harm that ergot can do 
and should take every precaution to 
prevent it. Space does not permit 
me to elaborate on the cause and 
cur® of ergot but I do have some 
pamphlets that will tell you about 
it. If ergot is a problem with you 
drop in and pick up one of these 
pamphlets and read all about it.

Notes From 


By Howard J. Fulcher 

Which fertilizer should be used 
on grass and legume crops is & 
question often asked. Generally 
speaking nitrogen is required with 
the grass and phosphorus for the 
legume. Fertilization of forage 
crops is a very ‘good plan, in many 
cases more returns are realized for 
the dollars spent than when fertil- 
izing grain crops. Many fescue 
stands which are not yielding well 
can be bettered by fertilizer, the 
growth may be poor just because of 
the low fertility of the soll. For- 
age crops add fibre and fertility to 
the soil when broken up, but the 
growing crop requires plant food 
the same as any other crop. 

It is usually best on grasses to 
apply a high nitrogen fertilizer 
with some phosphorus, 27-14-0 at 
100 pounds gives very satisfactory 
results. In cases where only grass 
is present and the stand is dense 
but lacks growth, 33.5-0-0 will be 
satisfactory, applied at approxi- 
mately 70 pounds per acre. 

A forage mixture of legume and 
grass should have 16-20-0 applied 
at approximately 100 pounds to the 

This fertilizer contains 14% 


Where the crop is almost all le- 
gume 16-20-0 at 100 pounds 
11-48-0 at 75 pounds will give good | 
results, the latter fertilizer ig rece , 
ommended for the black soil not 
grey wooded. 

In areas where sulphur is a prob- 
lem, applications of 21-0-0 at 100- 
150 pounds gives good results on 
mixed grass and legume stands. 

Another fertilizer that should 
not be overlooked is barnyard man- 
ure; this can be applied on pasture 
or hay land and will substantiaily 
increase the yield. 

A heavy healthy forage  crov, 
when it is fed sufficient plant food, 
will produce good fodder and will 
leave much more valuable organic 
matter in the soil when broken up 
than a light stand.
